Determine 
if Bozina had any prior knowledge that teamsters were 
coming to the ranch and if so ascertain how he came to 
know this. < 

5. Determine what Sheriff *s Deputies and Delano 
Patrol Officers were present and interview them for 
knowledge they might have of Incident.

DETAILS: 
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Six people from Michigan made up the 
CC^'fi Task Force that traveled to the 
CoachellB Ualley to understand the full 
implications of the Teamster-United Farm 
■ Worker dispute* The mBmtiers of the Task 

Force were the follouiing: Rev* Peter 
Dougherty, Catholic Campus Ministry, 
Eastern Michigan University; Pamela 
Lemcrandi student, Uayne State Univer- 
sity; Sr. Joan Tirak, Catholic Campus 
Ministry, Eastern Michigan University; 
Stephanie Dabrowski, student, Uayne 
State University; Marie Parker, student,

On April 15, 1973, the Teamsters 
Union announced that it signed con- 
tracts uith a majority of the table 
grape qroucrs in the Coechella Ualley 
(Call Tornia) . These growers produce 
65% of the valley's table grapes. For the 
pest three years these growers had been 
under contract with Cesar Chavez' United 

— f Farm ynrkers' Union. One of the first 

goals of our Task Force was to find out 
why the UFLJ was dumped and why the Team- 
sters were able to move in and take over 
as the field workers* representative. 

Beqinginq of the Story 

Last December at a convention of the 
American Farm Bureau, Teamster Pres. 
Frank Fitzsimmons proposed an alliance 
between organized labor and agribusiness 
to fight Chavez and "his revolutionaries" 
' ^ (NElilSbJEEK, May 21, 1973). Incidentally, 

the Chavez- led UFbJ is 30,000 members 
strong. 

^ Uithin months the Teamsters turned 

their attention to the table grape groSj- 
ers of California. Since this is a S2D0 

^fvi^v millicn dollar a year industry, one can 

^^r: understand why the TearTisters would head

For an overview as to where the tablf 
grape vineyards are in California, this 
three part division seems helpful: 

A) Coachella Ualley 1DX of grape Indus. 

B) Arvin-Lamont 30% of grape Indus. 

C) Delano 60% of grape Indus. 

The UFU has called strikes in the Coa^ 
chella Ualley end the Arvin-Lamont area 
since most of the growers in these place 
have signed with the Teansters. Right nc 
almost 40% of the table grape industry 
has signed up with the Teamsters; con^ 
tracts in the Delano area do not expire 
until the end of July. 1973. 

At first the Teamsters concentrated o 
southern California's Coachella Ualley. 
With the UFU contract due to expire on 
April 1A, 1973, Teamster organizers went 
into the fields and by March 1, 1973, 
they proclaimed to the growers that they 
had more than 4,100 signatures of field 
workers who claimed they wanted to be 
represented by the Teamsters. They were 
saying, in effect, that they "decerti- 
fied" the UFU union and established them 
selves (Teamsters) as the farm workers* 
representative in the table grape indus- 
try. 

Some Problems with the Teamster Claims 

Because of the above there are some 
serious problems with the latest Team- 
ster move against the UFU. 

A. There are serious questions about the 
legitimacy and authenticity of the sig- 
natures gathered by the Teamsters. WEL'S- 
UEEK^S Peter Greenberg (May 21, 1973) 
discovered upon examining the signaturcE- 
that many were remarkably similar. The 
UFU legal department is tsking declarG-- 
tions under oath fi'Dm rnEny ucrkEr!: wr.ose 
names appear on the Tprr^^tsr r = t:t:D'^-

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This is the kina of cvidance the UFW has 
in its legal C£>sb against the Teamsters* 

A fsrnr^orker: '"J'irst T^ff, I do not 
ujish- to be representedV::; the Teamsters 
and SBcondly, I never signed that peti- 
tion* ^^^^ there, but it is not 
my signature* I uoulo never sign a 
petition like that- I am angered that 
somBDne else would put my name on 8 pe- 
tition like that. 1 am and aluays have 
boon a loyal "Chavista" and do not want 
the Teamsters at aXl.'^ — a worker 
from H & H TennecQ. 

The UFtjJ L^iill bring a legal case 
sgainst the Teamsters, claiminQ that 
they fargsri many farm worker names to 
their so-^called list of ^4,100! Second, 
the UFU will show that the Teamsters 
used force to get people -to sign a pe- 
tition saying they wanted to be repre- 
sented by the Teamsters Union. 

It should be pointed out here that the 
growers ere not completely free from 
blame. All the growers in the CoachBlla 
Ualley, except Steinberg and Larson, 
signed with the Teamsters. Whether the 
growers who signed with the Teamsters 
cooperated in the above mentioned im- 
proper activity, we probably will never 
know. In the end we will see that all 
parties — growers, Teamsters and UFUl — 
made mistakes. 

As far as the UFUI is concerned, /^o 
matter what the courts do, (justice grinds 
exceedingly slowly at times) the future 
of their union is at stake. They cannot 
wait for court decisions. Right now the 
Teamsters have 65% of the Coachella Ual- 
ley tsblB grape contracts. As tough 
Ralph Cotner of the Teamsters puts it: 
"We've got no reasons to leave. U)e got 
the workers., .and we're gonna keep 'em.^l 
So, the UFy has called an all out strike- 
boycott of Coachella l/alley Teamster 
grapes, bie will report later on about 
the present status of the strike and how 
effective it has been. 

B. Dne last thing about Teamster statis- 
tics and techniques. wewSUEEK (May 21, 
1973) reported that by March 1, 1973, the 
Teamsters asserted they had more than 
i*,lQO signatures of farm workers who 
maintained they wanted the Teamsters as 
thEii u'^ior. At that tjrrjp, houever, there

Hence 
there are approximately i*,9CC farn work- 
ers in the Ualley at this time. 1,DCC} 
of the ^f,90D are UFW strikers; sncther 
BOO are uru farm workers employed ty Lar- 
son and Steinberg, the two grouers in the 

Coachella Valley that signed with Cesar 
Chavez. That leaves 3,1DD farm workers 
in the fields of growers with TesDster 
contracts. Are all these workers com- 
mitted to the Tesmsters? Increasingly 
we are finding by talking to "Teamster" 
farm workers that they need money. They 
are poor people and the grape harvest is 
one of the ways they can make scT.e money 
to keep them going. Many suppcrt Cesar 
Chavez and the UFLl. Ule cannct begin to 
speculate as to how the Teamstsrs'cot 
their figure of TTTOD. But we co have 
some leads. , The following declaration 
was given under oath; 

I have been working for the" 

Company for the last 6 years. Until 
Monday, the 16th of April, I worked un- 
der UFU contract. Two times the Team- 
sters came to our fields before the Uful 
contract expired* They esked r^e to elcn 
a piece of paper whereby I would support 
the new Teamster contract. I told tham 
I didn't want to sign because I was al- 
ready represented by the unicn of Cesar 
Chavez. I saw that the majority cf the 
other people who were working with r.e 
didn't want to sign. 

On Monday, April 16, the UFU cortract 

expired. The next day , our fcre-

Because of this kind of confusion and 
deception, a poll of about 1,DDD field 
uorkeis in 31 fields in the Coachella 
Ualiey was taken on April ID, 1973. 
Floyd HarlouB estimates that there were 
hptuppn 1,?nn Rnri 1,6DD field uorkers in 
the grapes at that time. Hence this poll 
of approximately 1,DD0 would semingly be 
rather valid. A CDinmittee of 25 civic, 
religious and labor leaders helped to 
take this poll. Msgr. George Higglns, 
U.S. Catholic Conference, was a member 

of the committee. The results of the 
poll were as follows: 
795 votes for UFliI 

BD votes for Teamsters 

7fl votes for no union 
C. Some conclusions. From the forego- 
ing the following conclusions seem war* 
ranted: 

1) The UFliJ is the choice of the field 
workers. 

2) The Tecjnisters through various means 
tried to make the public think that they 
are the choice of the field workers. 

3) T^ie Teamsters are the choice of the 
growers. Some theories as to why the 
Teamsters want to organize field workers 
and why the growers prefer the Teamsters 
will be dealt with later. 

U) Bluntly, the growers want one union 
(Teamsters) and the field workers want 
another (uFljJ). The growers signed with 
the Teamsters without respect to the 
wishes of the workers. This is o.k. if 
we subscribe to the philosophy that the 
the emplnyer detprmines what union uill 
represent the workers. However, if in 
this situation we use the model of organ- 
ized labor the following would occur: 

a) A rival or raiding union (the Team- 
sters in this case) on claiming to repre- 
sent the workers previously under con- 
tract uith another union (UFUJ) 

b) must have workers file for a •^decer- 
tification" election in which through 
secret ballot, the workers determine

5) A final conclusion about the pect the 
Teamsters have with the growers in the 
Coachella Valley. The contract was 
signed with little or no discussion with 

farm workers. Farm workers did not detc: 
mine the content. Subsequently, they di: 
not ratify the contract which was signec 
by the Teamsters and the growers. This 
is a clear indication that the issue in 
the table grape dispute of 1S73 is essen- 
tially the same as the dispute in the 
late 60's. That is, whether or net farm 
workers can have a union of their own 
which is governed by the rank and file 
and not by a few outsiders end "big bro- 
thers" who feel they know what is best 
for the workers. 

The Present Situation of the Strike in 
the Coachella l/allev ' ^ 

Because of the circumstances surround- 
ing the grower-Teamster pact, the UFLJ has 
called a strike-boycott of all Coachella 
I/alley grapes picked by the Teamsters. 
There are about 1,000 UFLJ strikers, as 
was reported by the local press ujhen our 
task force visited the valley. Floyd 
Marlowe, a State of California official, 
confirmed this figure end said there are 
3,900 farm workers in the grapes; £D3 of 
these are working under UFU cortracts. 
That means that approximately 3, CCD farm- 
workers belong to the Teamster u^tk force 
a figure that is disputed by UF'^ zfficisl- 
They claim that about 2,200 pEc:}:c are ac- 
tually working under the Tesn^ster conlrac* 
Numerous sources in Coachella hEve t^ld ui 
that i*,5D0 farm workers are nEsrjecr at the 
peak of the grape season to bring in the 
harvest. At present, the grc-tr?" -rn Bt 
the peak of their harvest s^r rirrr::- 
inrj tu ther:p pquatirr:-: t^.' "::

hall. The UFUl maintains that the hiring 
hall is essential in order to check grodi- 
er exploitation of the farm worker. 

The backgroLod on this issue has to 
-tin ff?+h thp r}'»'*nb»!?rs' practice of using 
8 "labor contractor" to get the field 
ujorkerE to bring in the harvest. The UFU 
/has aluays fought against the presence 
of the labor contractor (or its equi va- 
lient); thus the labor contractor vs* the 

hiring hsll was the inajnr bone of conten- 
tion hetuJEGn the growers and the UFUl. 

Haus does the labor contractor operate 
in theory? Suppose a grower needs ZOD 
field yorkers:,* Most likely he uill have 
^4 labor contractors whose job it will be 
to qet 50 uorkers to do the work in the 

)fields- In this system many abuses can 
develop and have developed over the years. 
In the past labor contractors would be 
paid a lump sum by the groiiier; the labor 
contractor wsuld then pey the farm worker 
oat of his pc^^^'^'t. Hence he could main- 
tain the "power of the purse," He could 
ask for 2 payoff for giving someone a job 
^.Bs well as a percentage of the farm work- 
er's wages. If a woman is asking for a 
job, she may have to do the labor contrac- 
tor a '•favor" or two. Labor contractors 
- have been know to hire only young men (2D 
'to ^40 years of - age) whom they could force 
to work fast and' thus get the most out of 
the wages they pay. Thus women and older 
men would be* discriminatsd against* Cer- 
tainly there would always be the problem 
of the labor contractor hiring only his 
favorites. 

To make sure that these abuses would 
cease the UFb) has demanded in its con- 
tracts that there be e hiring hall; the 
^yworkers receive jobs through a seniority 
3 system, fl person's seniority in the UFUl 
•Sis determined according to how long one 
has been a member of the union. 

Suppose a grower needs 200 workers to 
,^.^,pick grcpcs. He would send this request 
&^"to the UFU hiring hall in Coachella. The

why they refused to sign again with Cessr 
Chavez. The Teamsters did not push the 
idea of the hiring hall in their contract 
and so the growers signed uith them. The 
deal the Teamsters made with the growers 
has been called in the media a "sweet- 
heart contract.'' can see exactly uhat 
this means in relation to the labor' con- 
tractor. The Teamster-grower contract is 
a sweetheart deal in the sense that the 
union (Teamsters) has sold out the workers 
by negotiatiing a contract for the goDd 

of the employers and not the workers, 
e,g,, labor contractor issue. 

The UFU maintains that the Teamster 
"foreman" is the equivalent of the la- 
bor contractor, and hence there are the 
same old abuses creeping in. The grow- 
ers on the other hand say there is no 
substance to this charge and that the 
role of the foreman is to provide field 
workers and coordinate work efforts, 

yi,6 Million from Weany 

B, 7o fight the growers and the Team- 
sters the UFli) has been given $1.6 mil- 
lion for strike benefits by George 
Keany, AFU-CID chief. Each person on 
strike is given $9D per week (the strike 
breakers in the fields are making about 
$12D per week). Those on strike do more 
than just sit home and collect pey checks 
All strikers meet at the local Ccachella 
park at ^:3D a.m. daily.

So, the liberation cause that some farm- 
uorkers support is not always understood 
by their fellouj uorkers. As one person 
told usf "the poor yant bread not idfeol- 

-ogy." Hence it is relatively easy for 

the QTDWBTS and Teamsters to break the 
strike with people from Mexico. But as 

ue left the Coachella Ualley, tuo fac- 

tors seem to indicate that the strike is 

^taking its toll on the growers. 

First, the UFLd organizers claim that 
increasingly they hear that the people 
in the fieins are ready to come out and 
juin the strike- There have been a lot 
of complaints about how they have been 
treated by the Tearnsters. Second, the 
growers are not getting a good price for 
their grapes and hence may just be break- 
ing even; thet indeed is not their goal!

Recent Ulolence in Coachella 

Cesar Chavez has long told his fol- 
lowers that they will win, but only if 
they stick to their principles of non- 
vialence* In recent days this philosn- 
phy of the UFU has really been put to the 
test. During our last week in Coachella 
there were numerous minor scuffles and 
fights. Both sides were guilty of "dis- 
turbing the peace" to some degree. But 
on the whole Lt. Jack Raid, spokesman 
for the Riverside County Sheriff's of- 
fice, said that the recent incidents had 
been generated by "unprovoked attacks" 
by Teamster security guards (i\l«Y. Times, 
June 27, 1973). Ue can attest to this 
last statement. The Teamster "gcons" 
as the UFUl strikers call them, were ar- 
rested for beating up a priest in a lo- 
cal cafe; fighting with local people at 
a neighborhood ice cream stand; kidnap 
and attempted murder; stoning ths car 
Cesar Chavez was riding in. Surely, 
they have added to this list since we 
left Coachella, fortunately, with no 
bruises. 

What is so ironical is that recently 
the Teamsters have hired a public rela- 
tions firm, HoDver-^Gorin t AssocistES, 
for $1.3 million to help them imprcve 
their image! Incidently, one of the 
Teamster strong men beat up a repre- 
sentative from this firm while we i^^tb 
in Coachella. Apparently, money can- 
not buy everything.

Conclusion 

As we left the Coachella V/alley we 
could not help but recall the words of 
an article about Einar Mohn, director of 
the Western Conference of Teamsters. 
Jane Kiely, of Graduate Theologoical Un- 
ion (Berkeley) interviewed him for her 
dissertation on farm labor. Mohn said 
farm workers will not be able to take 
part in meetings for about two years (L.A. 
Times, April 26). In two years he expects 
more whites in the fields and this, he 
says, will make organizing farmworkers 
more feasible. Because of the present 
membership of the union he said it is dif- 
ficult to have an effective union. 

In conclusion, we can only say that the 
Teamsters have no business calling them- 
selves a union of farmworkers. They could 
not possibly come to understand the needs 
of farmworkers, nor do they plan on repre- 
senting them fairly when it comes to a 
showdown with the growers. Grapes produced 
under their contracts should make the ord- 
inary person of conscience sick, when he 
knows the full extent of the oppresion un- 
der which these grapes are harvested. 

Because of this, we urge the members of 
CCMA to: 1) work with existing groups in 
yo^r area tn support the UFIl' boycott of

I told Zeifman that I was aware that Edwards had visited 
the resident agency, I also told him that the adequacy of personnel 
in the area has been considered by officials both in the field and 
here in Washington.

This matter was discussed with McSweeney who stated Edwards 
has been constantly agitating regarding the Kern County situation. 
He advised that Senator Hubert Hvunphrey (D.-Hinn.) also has gotten 
into the act and sent a telegram to the Attorney General urging that 
a large force of personnel be sent into the area to handle the unrest 
that has resulted from the labor dispute* McSweeney was advised that 
a week ago we had inquired of the Sacramento FBI Field Office regarding 
the adequacy of personnel to handle civil rights complaints growing 
out of this situation in Kern County and were assured that there are 
sufficient personnel in the aurea to take care of the matter, including 
Spanish speaking Agents. He was advised that we have experienced 
some delays in handling the necessary investigation because of an 
uncooperative attitude on the part of attorneys representing the 
yUnited Farm Workers. /i 

THie^^ivrr^Rights''''^^ of the General Investigative Division 
advises we have had 23 civil rights cases referred to us as a result 
of the situation in Kern County, about half of which are preliminary 
types. 

It is not new or unusual for Congressman Edwards to be 
critical of the FBI with respect to the handling of civil rights 
matters. He has done so consistently and with this situation being 
in his home area, it is natural that he will make every effort to take 
advantage of the publicity potential. Congressman Edwards does not 
represent Kern Coxinty, however. Kern County is divided between two 
congressional districts. One is represented by Congressman Robert B. 

Hathias and the other by Congressman Hilllam VL. Ketchum, both

and Teamsters Union confrontations* On 8/28/73, a discussion 
was had with Mr. Gardner concerning his trip to the Kern County 
area and during this discussion ^ he indicated he had 
met with Caesar Chavez, UFW leader. During this meeting Chavez 
stated he felt more Spanish- speaking FBI Agents should be 
sent into the area to investigate the Civil Rights allegations 
as many involve itinerant Mexican-American farm workers who 
spoke only Spanish. Mr. Gardner was asked specifically if 
he intended to recommend in his report to Mr. Pottinger that 
additional FBI Agents be sent into the area to handle Civil 
Rights investigations. Mr. Gardner indicated that he would 
make no such recommendation, that he felt this assessment could 
only be made from within the concerned agency, and that it would be 
somewhat presumptuous for him to make such a recommendation. He 
did state, however, he personally believed that as a result of his 
discussion with Chavez and attorneys for the UFW, the number 
of Civil Rights allegations needing investigation would increase. 

In referenced memorandum, Director Kelly expressed 
the opinion that if a determination were made additional Spanish- 
speaking Agents were needed to handle the Civil Rights cases , 
he would be agreeable to approving a reasonable number of such 
assignments .

Dear Mr, Pottinger: 

Thank you very much for your letter of September 4 
describing work being done by the Department of Justice 
concerning possible violations of federal criminal law 
in activities involving the United Farm Workers in Cali- 
fornia • I sincerely appreciate the information you pro- 
vided me. 

I am siire you know that I am concerned with the 
situation in California ^ not only what has taken place 
during the past month but also the serious implications 
for the future* I spent several days in the Bakersf ield-* 
Delano area during the height of the tensions. 

I observed the good work being done by the Community 
Relations Service, observed the United Farm Vtorkers picketing 
at several vineyards, talked to local police and press, and 
attended the two funerals. 

As explained to Mr- Murphy, I was disappointed not to 
find Chicane Special Agents in the Bakersfield F.B*I* office* 
The Daifullah funeral was thought important enough by the 
Catholic Church for Bishop Flores of San Antonio to travel 
at church expense to California. The only Agent I saw at 
the Bakersfield F,B.I. office taking statements in Spanish 
was net, in the opinion of my Chicano assistant, appropriately 



For many years in civil rights cases a ma:nof* criticism - ' 
of Justice Department involvement has been the use of locally 
assigned F.3.I. Agents to investigate allegations of criminal 
conduct of local police. From my experience in the Bureau I f 
know that a harmonious relationship with the local police is 
essential to doing a good job for the F.B.i. This has always 
resulted in unenthusiastic investigations by the'' loc^ilivJ^-'-*

assigned Agents and a strong feeling on the part of minority 
citizens that the F*B.I. is in league with the police. That 
this problem is well understood by the F.B^I. was made clear 
a few months ago by the F.B.I. Acting Director who said his 
policy in these civil rights cases would always be to send in 
outside Agents. Perhaps this was done and is being done in 
Fresno^Tulare-Kern Counties, but that is not the appearance 
of what is being done, and sometimes appearance is* as important 
as action. 

My last comment is to again stress tiie importance cf these 
cases you are investigating. I am personally convinced that 
widespread violations of Federal criminal law took place and 
will take place again if the Justice Department does not face 
up to its responsibilities, unpleasant as they may appear • As 
I told Mr. Murphy on the telephone from Delano, lives could 
have been saved in the early sixties if Bull Connor had been 
arrested for his clear violations of Federal law. The same 
kind of illegal runaway police activity is taking place in 
California today, and I sincerely believe the Justice Depart- 
ment has an important and responsible role to fill. 

The purpose of this letter is not, however^ to give my 
personal views on the farm situation in California but is to 
thank you for your courteous communication and to express my 
appreciation f or , your keeping the Subcommittee informed.

Division, U. S. Department of Justice, advised he 
had been contacted by attorney Jerry Cohen, UFW, 
Bakersfield, California, who advised he, in turn, 
had been contacted by a Fred Schwartz who allegedly 
represented one of three persons responsible for a 
number of burglaries of UFW offices in California 
during the past year. Schwartz offered to sell 
to the UFW certain documents and literature 
obtained during these robberies for a sum of 
$35,000 and indicated persons conducting robberies 
reported to John Harmer, a California State 
legislator and to the California Council of Growers. 
Cohen had delayed responding to Schwartz's offer 
and arranged to have Schwartz recontact him 
3/29/74. 

Department requested investigation be conducted 
under possible violation Title 18, U» S. Code, 
Section 241, involving a conspiracy to deny UFW 
rights guaranteed by labor law statutes. They 
requested Cohen be interviewed for full details; 
attempts be made for Agents to observe future 
meetings between Cohen and Schwartz; that Cohen 
be interviewed immediately following meeting with 
Schwartz; and attempts be made to identify true 
identity of Schwartz.
